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PREFACE. 


In  compiling  the  present  edition  of  the  Guy’s  Hospital 
Pharmacopoeia  the  Dispensary  Committee  has  received  much 
assistance  from  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  of  the 
Hospital  and  from  old  Guy’s  men  who  have  been  good  enough 
to  make  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  work. 

As  In  the  editions  of  1891 ,  and  1899,  the  Committee  has 
endeavoured  to  make  the  book  more  useful  to  Students  by 
incorporating  in  it  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  so  far  as  it  Is 
necessary  to  be  known  for  the  purpose  of  prescribing,  and 
in  the  present  edition  much  has  been  included  from  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  1911,  and  from  the  Supple¬ 
ment  to  that  work  issued  in  1915.  The  exact  manner  in 
which  the  various  preparations  are  directed  to  be  made 
has  not  been  given  except  where  for  practical  reasons  It 
seemed  desirable  that  such  details  should  be  added.  In 
selecting  the  prescriptions  recommended  for  use  at  Guy's 
(Preparations,  G.H.P.)  preference  has  been  given  to  simple 
rather  than  to  complex  formulae,  and  to  the  cheaper  rather 
than  to  the  dearer  drugs  or  preparations  in  cases  where 
both  seemed  to  the  Committee  to  be  of  equal  therapeutic 
value. 

Moreover,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  formulae  of 
a  Hospital  Pharmacopoeia  are  largely  used  in  Out-Patient 
practice,  the  Committee  has  rarely  directed  the  maximum 
dose  of  a  drug  to  be  given  in  any  mixture,  to  lessen  the 
chance  of  serious  consequences  to  those  who,  from  careless¬ 
ness  or  inadvertence,  should  take  more  than  the  prescribed 
quantity  of  the  medicine.

Place  a  cylinder  of  Carbon  Dioxide,  such  as  is  used  for 
making  soda  water  commercially,  sloping  slightly  down¬ 
wards  while  the  nozzle  is  directed  upwards. 

Take  a  huckaback  towel,  fold  it  in  two,  lengthways, 
and  wrap  it  round  a  wooden  ruler,  the  diameter  of  which 
is  the  same  as  that  of  the  nozzle.  Push  the  ruler 
through  the  towel  for  a  few  inches,  and  then  place  the 
end  of  the  hollow  cylinder  thus  formed  over  the  nozzle, 
and  turn  on  the  gas  for  a  few  seconds.  When  the  towel 
is  unrolled,  a  cylinder  of  Carbon  Dioxide  Snow  is  found. 

This  may  be  made  into  a  stick  by  pressing  it  into  a 
glass  tube  of  the  required  bore,  and  then  hammering 
from  the  other  end  with  a  plunger.  The  stick  is  then 
taken  out,  wrapped  in  lint,  and  gently  pressed  on  the 
part  to  be  frozen.  The  time  of  application  varies  from 
ten  seconds  to  two  or  three  minutes. 

If  Ether  or  Acetone  is  dropped  on  the  snow,  a  paste  is 
formed  which  can  be  applied  with  a  camel’s  hair  brush. 
The  temperature  of  the  paste  is  rather  lower  than  that 
of  the  Snow,  and  as  no  pressure  can  be  used,  a  rather 
longer  application  is  necessary.

SERUM  ANTIDIPHTHERITICUM,  Diphtheria  Antitoxin.  It 

is  the  serum  from  the  blood  of  horses  immunised  to 
diphtheria  toxin  by  subcutaneous  or  intravenous 
injection,  and  is  described  by  the  number  of 
immunity  units  it  contains,  being  purely  antitoxic 
in  its  action.  One  unit  is  defined  as  the  amount  of 
antitoxin  required  to  neutralise  100  lethal  doses  of 
toxin  for  a  guinea-pig  weighing  250  grammes.  Dried 
Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  obtained  by  evaporating  the 
fluid  preparation  over  sulphuric  acid  in  vacuo,  and 
is  supplied  in  the  form  of  amber-coloured  trans¬ 
parent  scales,  or  a  yellowish  white  amorphous  powder. 
It  is  prepared  for  use  by  dissolving  it  in  sterilised  water. 

Dose :  3000  to  9000  units  injected  subcutaneously 
beticeen  the  shoulders  or  in  the  flank,  repeated  within  24 
hours.  Exceptionally  the  dose  may  be  as  much  as  30,000 
units.

SERUM  ANTlMENiNGOCOCCICUM,  Anti-Meningococcic 

Serum.  It  is  the  serum  from  the  blood  of  horses, 
immunised  to  the  Meningococcus  by  subcutaneous 
or  intravenous  injection  of  dead  cultures,  followed  by 
living  cultures.  Its  action  is  chiefly  bactericidal. 

Dose :  5  to  45  mils  injected  instraspinally ,  the  amount 
which  can  be  injected  depending  on  the  amount  of  cerebro¬ 
spinal  fluid  previously  withdraicn  by  lumbar  puncture. 
The  dose  should  be  repeated  at  intervals  of  24  hours  for 
three  or  four  days. 
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SERUM  ANTISTREPTOCOCCICUM,  Antistreptococcic  Serum. 

It  is  the  polyvalent  serum  from  the  blood  of  horses, 
immunised  by  subcutaneous  or  intravenous  injection 
of  several  different  strains  of  killed,  then  sub¬ 
sequently  of  living,  virulent,  streptococci. 

Dose  :  15  to  30  mils  injected  subcutaneously  hetweeji  the 
shoulders  or  in  the  flank.  The  dose  may  he  repeated  at 
intervals  of  24  hours, 

SERUM  ANTITETANICUM,  Anti-Tetanus  Serum.  It  is  the 

serum  from  the  blood  of  horses  immunised  by 
injection  of  tetanus  toxin,  and  is  therefore  purely 
antitoxic  in  its  action.  The  immunity  unit  of  the 
United  States  of  America  is  defined  as  ten  times  the 
amount  of  antitoxin  required  to  keep  a  guinea-pig 
weighing  350  grammes  alive  for  96  hours  after 
injection  of  100  minimal  lethal  doses  of  the  United 
States  official  toxin. 

Dose:  5,000  to  10,000  U.S.A.  Units,  which  may  be 
repeated  at  intervals  of  6  to  12  hours.  This  serum  may  he 
injected  into  the  spinal  canal,  into  the  brain,  intravenously, 
07’  suhcutajieously . 

SERUM  ANTIVENENOSUM,  Antivenine  Serum.  It  is  the 

serum  from  the  blood  of  horses  injected  with 
increasing  quantities  of  a  mixed  heated  venom  con¬ 
taining  80%  cobra  poison  and  20%  viperine  venom.

INFANT  FEEDING. 
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INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  FEEDING  AN  INFANT. 

1.  The  proper  food  for  an  infant  is  the  mother’s  milk. 
No  other  food  should  be  given  without  the  advice  of  a 
doctor. 

2.  During  the  day  the  infant  should  be  suckled  as 
follows : — 

For  the  first  month  -  -  -  every  2  hours. 

For  the  second  and  third  month  ^  2J  ,, 

For  the  fourth  month  and  onwards  h  ^  u 

During  the  night  (between  10  p.m.  and  6  a.m.)  for  the 
first  four  months  the  infant  should  be  suckled  only  once. 
After  the  fourth  month  a  healthy  infant  should  sleep 
undisturbed  from  10  p.m.  till  6  a.m. 

3.  A  child  should  be  weaned  gradually  when  nine 
months  old.  In  hot  weather  it  may  be  advisable  to 
wean  later. 

4.  If  the  infant  must  be  brought  up  by  hand,  fresh 
cow’s  milk  should  be  procured,  and  the  milk  as  soon  as  it 
is  obtained,  should  be  scalded.  In  doing  this  it  is  best 
to  use  a  double  saucepan.  The  outer  pan  is  filled  with 
cold  water  and  the  inner  with  the  milk.  The  water  is 
brought  to  the  boil,  and  boiled  for  two  minutes.  The 
milk  should  then  be  poured  into  a  clean,  scalded,  jug, 
and  cooled  by  standing  in  cold  water.  The  mouth  of 
the  jug  should  be  covered  with  clean  muslin,  or  white 
paper,  so  as  to  keep  out  flies  and  dust.  The  milk  should  i 
be  kept  in  a  cool  place.  One  teaspoonful  of  sugar  should 
be  added  for  each  quarter  of  a  pint  of  milk  used. 

5.  Boat-shapedbottleswithout  tubes  should  be  procured.  | 
They  should  be  thoroughly  rinsed  out  after  each  feed, 
and  kept  in  a  basin  of  cold  water,  when  not  in  use.  All 
bottles,  teats,  and  measures  should  be  scalded  at  least 
twice  in  the  day. 
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6.  The  milk  should  be  diluted  with  boiled  water  as 
follows : —

7.  In  very  hot  weather  much  less  food  is  required  by 
the  baby,  and  fewer  feeds  should  be  given.  One  or  two 
feeds  during  the  hottest  part  of  the  day  should  be  replaced 
by  boiled  warm  water  given  in  the  bottle.  During  hot 
weather  the  sugar  should  be  left  out  altogether.  The 
child  should  be  clothed  as  lightly  as  possible.  Rooms 
should  have  both  doors  and  windows  open,  to  allow  the 
air  to  move  freely  round  the  child. 

8.  From  the  ninth  month  to  one  year  of  age  the  child 
should  still  be  fed  chiefly  on  milk,  but  should  have  in 
addition  bread  and  milk,  or  milk  thickened  with  some 
good  kind  of  “Infants’  Food,”  and  occasionally  a  little 
broth,  or  the  yolk  of  an  egg. 

9.  From  one  or  two  years  of  age  the  child  should  be 
fed  on  bread  and  milk,  bread  and  gravy,  broth,  bread  and 
butter  or  dripping,  mashed  potatoes  and  green  vegetables, 
lightly  boiled  eggs,  and  milk  puddings.  These  more 
solid  articles  of  diet  are  to  be  looked  on  as  additional  to 
the  milk  which  is  still  the  chief  food.  At  least  one  and 
a  half  pints  of  milk  should  be  given  daily.  The  child 
should  be  encouraged  to  bite  crisp  toast  or  crusts.

Lean  Beef,  minced  finely  ...  1  lb. 

Place  in  a  jar,  and  pour  upon  it 

Cold  Water  ...  .  1  pint. 

Stir,  and  allow  it  to  stand  for  1  hour. 

Place  the  jar  in  a  saucepan  of  water  and  boil  gently 
for  1  hour,  or  put  the  jar  into  a  warm  oven  for  the  same 
time.  Pour  the  contents  of  the  jar  on  to  a  strainer. 
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The  beef  tea  which  runs  through  should  be  seasoned 
with  salt.  If  there  is  any  fat,  it  must  be  skimmed  ofi, 
whilst  the  beef  tea  is  warm,  or  it  may  be  removed  after 
it  has  been  allowed  to  become  cold.  Add  water  to  make 
1  pint.

To  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  minced  lean  meat  add 
two  tablespoonfuls  of  w^ater;  allow  it  to  soak  in  the 
cold  for  half-an-hour.  The  juice  should  then  be  squeezed 
through  muslin.  It  may  be  sweetened  with  sugar. 

RAW  MEAT  PULP. 

Take  lean  beef,  or  mutton;  cut  it  into  small  pieces, 
and  reduce  it  to  a  pulp  with  a  pestle  and  mortar.  Press 
through  a  fine  sieve,  collect  that  on  the  under  surface  of 
the  sieve,  add  it  to  what  has  come  through,  and  sweeten 
the  mixture  with  a  little  sugar.  Dose  for  a  child 
12  months  old — one  teaspoonful. 


ARTIFICIAL  HUMAN  MILK. 

Take  of 

Skimmed  Milk  ...  300  mils  (10  fluid  ounces). 

Heat  to  37°  C.  (98°  F.).  Add  a  fluid  drachm  of 
Essence  of  Rennet.  Put  the  milk  before  the  fire,  or  over  a 
lamp,  till  set.  Break  up  the  curd  into  small  pieces,  and  leave 
to  stand  15  minutes.  Pour  ofi  the  whey  into  a  saucepan, 
and  boil  it  quickly.  Take  200  mils  (a  third  of  a  pint)  of 
this  whey,  and  while  it  is  hot,  dissolve  in  it  7*5  grammes 
(a  quarter  of  an  ounce)  of  Milk  Sugar.  When  this  third 
of  a  pint  is  cold,  add  to  it  400  mils  (two-thirds  of  a  pint) 
of  new  milk,  and  8  mils  (two  teaspoonfuls)  of  cream,  and 
stir.  The  food  should  be  made  fresh  every  twelve  hours, 
and  warmed  as  required. 

CITRATED  MILK. 

Citrated  Miik  contains  6  to  12  centigrams  (1  to  2  grains) 
of  Sodium  Citrate  dissolved  in  30  mils  (1  fluid  ounce)  of 
Milk.  Unless  otherwise  directed,  the  smaller  proportion 
should  be  used  for  Infants. 
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PANGREATIZED  MILK. 

Take  of 

Milk  ...  ...  ...600  mils  ...  1  pint 

Water  . 125  mils  ...  5  fluid  ounces. 

Heat  to  60°C.  (140°  F.),  and  add 
Sodium  Bicarbonate  12  decigrams...  20  grains 
Pancreatic  Solution  (B.P.)  4  mils...  1  fl.  drachm. 

Keep  the  mixture  at  a  temperature  from  40°-50°C. 
(105°-120°  F.)  for  20-30  minutes,  and  then  heat  for  a 
moment  to  boiling  point. 

SOURED  MILK. 

Sterilise  fresh  full-cream  milk  by  boiling  in  a  water- 
bath,  or  double-lined  saucepan,  for  10  minutes  ;  allow  it 
to  cool  to  42°  C.  (108°  F.);  add  liquid  culture  of  lactic 
acid  Bacillus;  incubate  in  suitable  apparatus,  e.g.,  a 
Thermos  Flask,  at  a  temperature  of  about  38-40°C.  (100°- 
104° F.)  for  a  period  of  8  to  12  hours,  the  longer  incuba¬ 
tion  giving  a  more  strongly  acid  preparation  and  firmer 
curds  than  incubation  for  the  shorter  time.  The  lactic 
acid  Bacillus  employed  should  be  B.  bulgaricus  (of 
Massol)  in  pure  liquid  culture,  which  should  be  obtained 
from  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory. 

Dose :  150  to  300  mils  (5  to  10  fluid  ounces)  twice  a  day, 
given  at  separate  meals,  either  alone,  or  with  the 
addition  of  sugar,  or  cooked  fruit. 

COLD  PACK. 

Roll  a  long  mackintosh  with  a  blanket  over  it  under 
the  patient.  Take  a  sheet  wrung  out  of  iced  water,  roll 
it  under,  and  wrap  it  tightly  round  him.  Lay  a  dry  sheet 
over  this,  and  tuck  it  round.  Leave  him  in  the  Pack  for 
hal  fan  hour,  or  for  a  shorter  time  if  the  temperature  has 
fallen.  Remove  the  sheets,  rub  the  skin  dry,  and  cover 
him  with  a  dry  sheet,  adding  a  blanket,  if  he  feel  chilly. 

HOT  PACK. 

Roll  a  long  mackintosh  with  a  warm  blanket  over  it 
under  the  patient.  Take  a  sheet  wrung  out  of  boiling 
water,  roll  it  under,  and  wrap  it  tightly  round  him. 
Quickly  fold  the  under  blanket  over  the  sheet,  lay  two 
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more  warm  blankets  over  this,  tucking  them  round  the 
patient,  and  placing  between  them  two  hot-water  bottles 
at  the  feet,  and  one  on  either  side.  Then  tuck  a  long 
mackintosh  over  all.  Give  hot  drinks  to  encourage 
perspiration.  Keep  him  in  the  Pack  for  20  minutes  after 
he  begins  to  sweat.  Then  rub  the  skin  dry,  and  leave 
him  between  warm  dry  blankets. 

PILOCARPINE  INJECTION. 

To  prepare  the  patient  for  the  injection  remove  the 
night-shirt,  wrap  him  closely  in  a  warm  blanket,  and 
cover  him  with  two  more  blankets.  Put  hot-water  bottles 
to  his  feet,  and  give  him  hot  drinks  freely.  After  the 
sweating  has  ceased,  remove  the  blankets  gradually,  dry 
the  skin  thoroughly,  and  leave  him  between  warm  dry 
blankets. 

POULTICES. 

See  Cataplasmata,  pp.  31,  32. 

STEAM  KETTLE  AND  TENT. 

Surround  three  sides  of  the  bed,  or  cot,  with  screens) 
leaving  one  of  the  long  sides  open.  Roof  the  screens 
over  with  a  sheet.  Place  the  “Bronchitis  Kettle” 
on  a  stand,  and  arrange  it  in  such  a  way  that  the  steam 
enters  the  tent  near  the  head  of  the  patient.  The  water 
in  the  kettle  is  often  medicated  by  the  addition  of 
Compound  Tincture  of  Benzoin,  4  mils  (1  fluid  drachm) 
to  600  mils  (1  pint)  of  water. 

THE  INJECTION  OF  ISOTONIC  SALT  SOLUTION 
INTO  THE  SUBCUTANEOUS  TISSUES. 

The  Isotonic  Salt  Solution  is  prepared  as  described  under 
Liquor  Sodii  Chloridi,  and  should  be  used  at  a  tempera¬ 
ture  of  40°  C.  (105°  P.).  The  skin  around  the  spot  to  be 
punctured  is  sterilised  by  painting  with  Methylated  Solu¬ 
tion  of  Iodine  or  Picric  Acid,  and  a  hypodermic  needle, 
previously  rendered  aseptic  by  boiling,  is  introduced  into 
the  subcutaneous  tissues,  and  connected  with  a  rubber 
tube  and  glass  funnel  suspended  from  three  to  six  feet 
above  the  floor.  It  is  better  to  allow  the  fluid  to  run  in 
by  gravity  than  to  inject  it  hy  a  syringe.  For  an  Infant 
not  more  than  3  fluid  ounces  of  the  Isotonic  Salt  Solution 
should  be  injected  at  any  one  spot. 
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TESTS  FOR  ALBUMEN  (Coagulable  Protein). 

1.  SALICYLSULPHONiC  ACID. 

To  a  few  mils  of  the  urine  in  a  test  tube  add  about 
one  tenth  of  its  volume  of  saturated  salicyl- 
sulphonic  acid  solution.  A  white  precipitate 
which  does  not  disappear  on  heating  shews  the 
presence  of  albumen.  Bence  Jones  protein  and 
proteose  give  a  precipitate  which  disappears  on 
heating.  If  the  urine  is  ammoniacal,  it  should 
first  be  slightly  acidified  with  Diluted  Acetic 
Acid. 

2.  STRONG  NITRIC  ACID. 

Place  the  acid  in  a  test-tube ;  very  carefully  run  in 
the  urine  from  a  pipette  so  that  it  rests  upon 
the  acid.  The  presence  of  albumen  causes  a  white 
ring  at  the  junction  of  the  two  liquids.  Bence 
Jones  protein  also  gives  this  test. 

3.  HEAT. 

Half  fill  a  test  tube  with  urine,  and  boil  the  upper  part 
of  it.  A  white  precipitate  insoluble  in  acetic 
acid  indicates  albumen.  If  the  urine  is  alkaline, 
make  faintly  acid  with  Diluted  Acetic  Acid  before 
boiling :  be  careful  not  to  add  too  much  acid,  or 
the  albumen  will  be  converted  into  acid-albumen, 
which  is  not  precipitated  by  heat. 

4.  A  SATURATED  SOLUTION  OF  PICRIC  ACID  in  dis¬ 

tilled  water;  this  gives  a  yellowish-white  pre¬ 
cipitate  on  adding  it  to  albuminous  urine.  It 
may  with  advantage  be  gently  poured  on  to  the 
surface  of  the  urine,  so  as  to  mix  as  little  as 
possible:  the  albumen  is  then  precipitated  at 
the  line  of  contact.  It  is  best  to  acidulate  the 
urine  first  with  Diluted  Acetic  Acid. 
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QUANTITATIVE  ESTIMATION  OF  ALBUMEN. 

ESBACH’S  SOLUTION. 

Dissolve  10  grammes  of  Picric  Acid  and  20  grammes  of 
Citric  Acid  in  800  mils  of  boiling  distilled  water ;  and 
then  add  sufficient  distilled  water  to  make  up  to  1  litre. 

Take  one  of  the  graduated  Esbach’s  tubes  and  fill  it 
with  urine  up  to  the  mark  U  ;  then  add  the  reagent  up  to 
the  mark  K.  Cork  the  tube,  and  mix  the  two  liquids  by 
inverting  the  tube  carefully.  Then  let  it  stand  for  24 
hours  ;  read  ofi  the  height  of  the  precipitate  of  albumen  on 
the  graduations  ;  this  gives  parts  per  1000  (grammes  per 
litre) ;  to  convert  into  grains  per  ounce,  multiply  by  *4375. 

N.B. — If  the  urine  is  alkaline,  acidulate  first  by  adding 
Glacial  Acetic  Acid  drop  by  drop,  mixing  and  testing  with 
litmus  after  each  addition.  If  the  urine  is  concentrated, 
or  if  it  contains  more  than  6  parts  per  1,000  of  albumen,  it 
should  be  diluted  with  water.  The  necessary  correction 
must  be  made  in  the  calculation  afterwards.

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Mix  equal  volumes  of  the  solutions  No.  1  and  No.  2  to 
make  a  small  stock  for  immediate  use. 

Place  some  of  the  mixed  solution  in  a  test  tube.  Heat 
to  boiling  and  add  the  urine  a  little  at  a  time,  boiling 
after  each  addition,  until  either  a  definite  precipitate  is 
obtained,  or  a  volume  of  urine  has  been  added  equal  to 
roughly  twice  the  volume  of  the  solution  originally 
employed.  Put  aside  to  cool  for  a  few  minutes.  Dex- 
trosBy  levulosBy  lactose  dindi pentose y  if  present  in  adequate 
quantity,  reduce  the  reagent  rapidly  and  yield  a  yellow 
to  red  precipitate.  These  sugars,  when  present  in  small 
amount,  and  glycuronic  acid,  when  present,  reduce  more 
slowly,  and  give  a  less  definite  precipitate.  Normal 
urine,  especially  when  concentrated,  reduces  to  a  certain 
extent  and  yields  a  slight  precipitate.  Highly  albu¬ 
minous  urines  should  be  coagulated  by  heat  and  filtered 
before  applying  the  test. 

2.  NYLANDER’S  TEST. 

Dissolve  10  grammes  of  sodium  hydroxide  and  4 
grammes  of  sodium  potassium  tartrate  in  100  mils 
of  water  with  gentle  heating.  Then  saturate  this 
solution  with  bismuth  subnitrate  (about  2  grammes 
are  required),  cool,  filter,  and  keep  in  the  dark. 

To  a  few  mils  of  urine  in  a  test  tube  add  one  tenth  of 
the  volume  of  the  reagent,  and  boil,  or  heat  in  a  boiling 
water  bath,  for  two  to  five  minutes.  When  there  is 
reduction,  the  liquid  turns  black,  and  a  black  pre¬ 
cipitate  of  bismuth  separates.  This  test  has  the  same 
significance  as  Fehling’s  test,  but  normal  urine  causes 
no  reduction. 

3.  PHENYLHYDRAZINE  TEST. 

Place  in  a  test  tube  enough  phenylhydrazine  hydro¬ 
chloride  crystals  to  cover  a  shilling,  an  equal  bulk  of 
sodium  or  potassium  acetate  crystals,  about  10  mils  of 
urine  and  a  few  drops  of  Glacial  Acetic  Acid.  Heat  in 
a  boiling  water  bath  for  half  an  hour;  cool. 

Dextrose  and  levulose  yield  an  osazone,  which  appears 
while  the  liquid  is  still  hot  and  crystallises  in  bundles  of 
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rigid  needles.  Glycuronic  acid  yields  an  osazone,  which 
appears  only  on  cooling  and  may  be  non-crystalline,  or 
may  crystallise  in  bundles  of  curved  needles.  Lactose 
forms  a  crystalline  osazone,  which  is  too  soluble  to  be 
obtained  from  urine. 

Albumen,  if  present,  must  be  removed  by  coagulation. 
The  phenylhydrazine  hydrochloride  must  not  be  decom¬ 
posed.  The  sodium  acetate  must  not  yield  a  brown  liquid 
on  heating  with  phenylhydrazine  hydrochloride  and 
water. 

4.  FERMENTATION  TEST. 

Mix  the  urine  with  a  small  piece  of  compressed  yeast. 
Fill  a  small  flask  completely  with  the  mixture,  and 
insert  a  cork  carrying  a  glass  tube  which  reaches  nearly 
to  the  bottom  of  the  flask.  Fit  up  a  similar  flask  con¬ 
taining  yeast  and  a  1%  or  2%  solution  of  dextrose. 
Incubate  both  for  several  hours  or  keep  in  a  warm 
place  over  night.  Dextrose  and  levulose  alone  are 
acted  on  by  the  yeast  with  the  evolution  of  carbon 
dioxide.  The  control  serves  to  shew  that  the  yeast  is 
active. 

QUANTITATIVE  ESTIMATION  OF  SUGAR. 

BENEDICT’S  METHOD. 

Take  of 

Copper  Sulphate,  in  crystals  18  grammes 
Sodium  Carbonate,  in  crystals  200  grammes 
Sodium  or  Potassium  Citrate  200  grammes 
Potassium  Sulphocyanide  ...  125  grammes 
5  %  Potassium  Ferrocyanide 

Solution  ...  ...  ...  5  mils 

Distilled  Water  enough  to 
make  ...  ...  ...  1000  mils 

The  Carbonate,  Citrate,  and  Sulphocyanide  are  dis¬ 
solved  together  in  water  with  heating.  The  Copper 
Sulphate,  which  alone  need  be  weighed  with  care,  is 
dissolved  separately  and  added  to  the  mixture  with 
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stirring.  Finally  the  ferrocyanide  is  added,  the  mixture 
is  cooled  and  the  volume  is  made  up  to  exactly  1  litre 
by  the  addition  of  water.  25  mils  represents  0*05  gramme 
dextrose. 

Measure  25  mils  of  the  solution  by  means  of  a  pipette 
into  a  glass  beaker  or  porcelain  dish,  add  about  10 
grammes  of  powdered  crystallised  sodium  carbonate,  and 
a  small  quantity  of  powdered  pumice,  or  talc.  Heat  the 
mixture  to  boiling,  and  whilst  keeping  it  boiling  and 
stirring  with  a  glass  rod,  run  in  the  urine  from  a  buretta 
until  the  blue  colour  of  the  reagent  has  entirely  dis¬ 
appeared.  When  there  is  little  blue  colour  left,  it  is 
necessary  to  wait  about  half  a  minute  after  each  addition 
of  a  few  drops  of  urine.  If  the  urine  contains  appreciably 
more  than  1%  of  sugar,  it  is  necessary  to  dilute  the  urine.

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TESTS  FOR  ACETONE  AND  ACETOACETIC 

(DIACETIC)  ACID. 

1.  ROTHERA’S  TEST. 

To  a  few  mils  of  the  urine  add  a  few  drops  of  a  5% 
aqueous  solution  of  sodium  nitroprusside,  render  alkaline 
by  the  addition  of  ammonia,  and  saturate  with  ammonium 
sulphate  or  chloride  crystals.  Apurplish-red  colour,  which 
appears  gradually  and  reaches  a  maximum  in  about  15 
minutes,  shows  the  presence  of  acetone  or  diacetic  acid,  or 
both.  The  test  is  sensitive  to  1  in  20,000  for  acetone,  and 
even  more  sensitive  for  diacetic  acid. 

The  nitroprnsside  solution  must  either^be  freshly  made, 
or  kept  in  the  dark.  When  decomposed,  the  solution 
loses  its  red  colour,  and  forms  a  blue  deposit  on  the  sides 
of  the  bottle. 

2.  LEGAL’S  TEST. 

To  a  few  mils  of  urine  add  a  few  drops  of  sodium  nitro¬ 
prusside  solution,  1  or  2  mils  of  10%  caustic  soda  solution, 
and  then  enough  Glacial  Acetic  Acid  to  make  the  liquid 
definitely  acid. 

Normal  urine  gives  a  red  colour  on  the  addition  of  the 
caustic  soda,  which  soon  fades,  and  which  disappears  on 
the  addition  of  acetic  acid.  When  acetone  and  diacetic 
acid  are  present,  the  colour  obtained  with  caustic  soda 
is  more  permanent,  and  is  changed  to  a  purplish-red  on 
adding  acetic  acid.  When  much  diacetic  acid  is  present, 
the  colour  deepens  on  the  addition  of  acetic  acid. 

This  test  is  less  sensitive  than  Rothera’s  test. 

3.  FERRIC  CHLORIDE  TEST. 

To  a  few  mils  of  the  urine  add  solution  of  ferric  chloride 
gradually  until  more  has  been  added  than  is  required  to 
precipitate  the  phosphates  present.  A  reddish-brown 
colour  shews  the  presence  of  diacetic  acid.  The  test  is 
less  sensitive  than  Legal’s  test.  Salicylic  acid  in  the 
urine  gives  a  somewhat  similar  colour.  The  urine  must 
not  be  alkaline. 
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QUANTITATIVE  ESTIMATION  OF  UREA. 

HYPOBROMITE  SOLUTION. 

Take  of 

Caustic  Soda  ...  ...  40  grammes. 

Water  to  ...  ...  ...  100  mils 

Dissolve,  and  when  cold  add 

Bromine  ...  ...  ...  10  mils 

Or  add  the  same  quantity  of  Bromine  to  100  mils 
of  40%  caustic  soda  solution. 

To  be  kept  in  a  stoppered  bottle,  and  in  the  dark.  The 
solution  spoils  after  some  length  of  time. 

With  Doremus’  apparatus  the  long  graduated  limb  of 
the  instrument  is  filled  with  hypobromite  solution.  1  mil 
of  urine  is  then  cautiously  and  slowly  introduced  by  a 
specially  constructed  pipette.  Nitrogen  gas  is  given  off, 
and  is  collected  in  the  gi’aduated  limb,  on  one  side  of 
which  grains  per  ounce,  on  the  other  grammes  are 
indicated. 

In  Russell  and  West’s  apparatus  an  excess  (30  mils  of 
the  hypobromite  solution)  is  poured  into  a  small  bottle ; 
and  5  mils  of  urine  are  poured  into  a  short  small  test- 
tube,  which  is  cautiously  placed  in  the  bottle  so  that 
the  urine  and  hypobromite  solution  do  not  mix.  The 
bottle  is  then  attached  by  its  neck  to  a  tube,  the  other  end 
of  which  is  connected  with  a  graduated  glass  cylinder,  open 
at  its  free  end ;  this  is  immersed  in  a  tall  vessel  of  water. 
The  bottle  containing  the  hypobromite  solution  is 
shaken  up  so  that  the  urine  mixes  with  the  solution. 
Nitrogen  gas  is  given  off,  and  is  collected  in  the  graduated 
glass  cylinder.  The  level  of  the  displaced  water  within 
this  cylinder  is  brought  to  the  level  of  the  water  without, 
and  the  reading  taken.  The  cylinder  has  three  large 
divisions  upon  it,  each  of  which  is  divided  into  ten  equal 
parts.  Each  of  these  small  divisions  contains  nitrogen 
equalling  *005  gramme  of  urea,  so  that  the  large  divisions 
correspond  to  parts  per  100  (percentage) ;  to  convert  parts 
per  100  into  grains  per  oimce,  multiply  by  4- 375.

More  accurate  forms  of  apparatus  are  similar  in  principle. 
The  temperature  of  the  mixing  bottle  is  kept  constant  by 
means  of  a  water-bath.  The  volume  of  gas  evolved  is 
usually  measured  in  cubic  centimetres,  and  the  calcu¬ 
lation  based  on  the  fact  that  0*1  gramme  of  urea  yields 
37  c.c.  of  nitrogen  at  15°  C.  collected  over  water  at 
760  mm,  Hg  pressure.  At  10°  C.  the  figure  is  36-1  c.c. ; 
at  20°0.  it  is  37*8  c.c. 

Hypobromite  solution  has  a  similar  action  on  ammonia 
to  that  on  urea,  so  that  the  result  of  the  determination, 
which  is  expressed  as  urea,  includes  the  ammonia  present 
in  the  urine. 

TESTS  FOR  BLOOD. 

GUAIACUM  TEST. 

To  a  few  mils  of  the  urine  add  2  or  3  drops  of 
Tincture  of  Guaiacum  (B.P.C.),  then  add  Ozonic 
Alcohol ;  a  blue  colour  is  produced  when  blood  or  haemo¬ 
globin  is  present.  Iodide  in  the  urine  also  gives  the 
test.  Pus  gives  the  test  feebly.  If  the  urine  is  alka¬ 
line,  it  should  be  acidified  with  Diluted  Acetic  Acid  before 
applying  the  test.  If  the  urine  be  boiled  before  applying 
the  test,  blood  and  haemoglobin  and  iodide  still  give  it ;  pus 
does  not.  When  small  quantities  of  blood  are  present 
with  albumen,  the  test  is  rendered  more  sensitive  by 
coagulating  by  heat,  filtering  ofi  the  coagulum,  and 
applying  the  test  to  the  filtered  coagulum. 

Ozonic  Alcohol  is  made  by  mixing  Solution  of  Hydrogen 
Peroxide  (B.P.),  20  mils,  with  Methylated  Spirit  to  100 
mils. 

SPECTROSCOPIC  TEST. 

On  examining  the  urine  with  a  direct  vision  spectro¬ 
scope,  two  absorption  bands  in  the  green,  or  one  band  in 
the  red  and  two  in  the  green,  are  seen  according  to 
whether  haemoglobin  or  methaemoglobin  is  present. 

To  distinguish  between  blood  and  free  haemoglobin  in 
the  urine  examine  with  the  microscope  for  red  corpuscles. 
In  an  ammoniacal  urine  red  corpuscles  originally  present 
may  be  laked,  and  therefore  not  seen. 
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TESTS  FOR  BILE-PIGMENT. 

1.  Place  a  few  mils  of  strong  Nitric  Acid  in  a  test 

tube,  and  run  in  the  urine  carefully  from  a 
pipette  so  that  it  floats  above  the  acid.  At  the 
junction  of  the  liquids  rings  of  colour  are  formed : 
from  above  downwards  these  are  green,  blue,  and 
purple. 

2.  Add  a  few  drops  of  Tincture  of  Iodine  diluted  with 

5  parts  of  water  to  the  urine  in  a  test  tube :  a  green 
colour  is  produced. 

Small  quantities  of  bile-pigment  require  special  methods 
for  their  detection. 

TEST  FOR  INDICAN, 

To  a  few  mils  of  urine  in  a  test  tube  add  an  equal 
volume  of  strong  Hydrochloric  Acid  and  half  its 
volume  of  Chloroform.  Solution  of  Chlorinated  Soda 
diluted  with  about  five  times  its  volume  of  water  is  then 
added  drop  by  drop,  the  tube  being  inverted  after  each 
addition.  A  blue  colour  develops  in  the  acidified  urine, 
which  is  extracted  by  the  Chloroform,  and  can  be  destroyed 
by  the  addition  of  excess  of  the  Chlorinated  Soda 
Solution. 

The  urine  must  not  be  decomposed,  as  then  it  is  liable 
to  contain  nitrite  which  interferes  with  the  test, 

TEST  FOR  BLOOD  IN  F^CES. 

Mix  a  small  quantity  of  the  faeces  into  a  paste  with  water, 
add  an  equal  volume  of  Glacial  Acetic  Acid,  mix,  and 
then  add  an  equal  volume  of  Ether,  and  mix  again.  Add 
water  till  the  Ether  separates,  and  apply  the  Guaiacum 
test  for  blood  to  the  ethereal  extract.  The  blue  colour  of 
the  test,  unless  very  marked,  is  modified  by  the  presence 
of  faecal  pigment  in  the  ethereal  extract. 

Before  looking  for  small  amounts  of  blood  in  the  faeces 
the  patient  must  be  kept  for  at  least  three  days  on  a  diet 
containing  no  meat,  fruit,  or  green  vegetables.  Suitable 
diets  are:  milk  diet,  and  farinaceous  diet  (see  p.  226),  to 
which  eggs  and  potatoes  may  be  added. 
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TEST  FOR  FREE  HYDROCHLORIC  ACID  IN 
GASTRIC  CONTENTS. 

GUNZBERG’S  SOLUTION. 

Dissolve  1  gramme  of  phloroglucin  and  0-5  gramme  of 
vanillin  in  15  mils  of  Alcohol  (90%). 

Keep  the  solution  in  the  dark. 

Mix  a  few  drops  of  the  filtered  gastric  contents  with  an 
equal  volume  of  the  reagent  in  a  porcelain  dish,  and 
evaporate  to  dryness  without  charring.  A  red  colour 
shews  the  presence  of  free  hydrochloric  acid. 

TEST  FOR  BLOOD  IN  GASTRIC  CONTENTS. 

The  undissolved  solid  of  the  gastric  contents  can  he 
tested  for  blood  in  the  manner  described  for  faeces. 

TEST  MEAL  FOR  GASTRIC  EXAMINATION. 

One  pint  of  tea  with  minimal  amounts  of  milk  and 
sugar  and  two  ounces  of  dry  toast  taken  as  the  first  meal 
of  the  day,  and  removed  by  means  of  an  aspirator  three- 
quarters  to  one  hour  later.

CLINICAL  MICROSCOPY. 


METHOD  OF  CLEANING  SLIDES  FOR  BLOOD 
OR  OTHER  EXAMINATIONS. 

Scrub  the  slides  well  on  both  sides  with  a  nailbrush,  using 
soap  and  water.  Wash  under  the  tap  until  the  last  traces 
of  soap  have  disappeared.  Then  place  the  slides  one  by 
one  with  clean  forceps  in  a  stoppered  bottle  containing 
methylated  spirit.  Before  use  transfer  as  many  as  may 
be  required  to  a  bottle  containing  equal  parts  of  Absolute 
Alcohol  and  Ether.  Take  them  out  with  forceps,  and  allow 
them  to  dry  in  the  air,  or  wipe  them  with  a  piece  of  white 
linen  which  has  been  washed. 

Slides  may  also  be  freed  from  grease  by  rubbing  the 
surface  with  fine  emery  paper  (No.  00). 

Blood  Films  (for  Leucocyth^mia,  Malaria,  etc.). 

Lay  one  or  more  clean  slides  on  a  sheet  of  blotting  paper, 
and  touch  them  only  with  clean  dissecting  forceps. 

Take  a  glass  rod  two  inches  in  length,  and  rub  it  well 
with  a  piece  of  linen.  Make  sure  that  there  are  no 
particles  of  dust  adhering  to  it. 

Clean  and  prick  the  lobe  of  the  ear  as  in  collecting  serum 
for  the  typhoid  reaction  (p.  252). 

Apply  one  end  of  the  slide  to  a  fresh  drop  of  blood 
taking  care  not  to  touch  the  skin  with  the  slide. 

Place  the  slide  on  the  blotting  paper  with  the  end  with 
the  drop  of  blood  farthest  from  you.  Take  the  glass  rod 
between  the  thumb  and  index  finger  of  both  hands,  and  let 
it  rest  on  the  drop  of  blood,  which  will  run  along  its 
under-surface.  Then  pull  the  rod  towards  you  along  the 
slide,  taking  care  not  to  roll  it.  An  even  film  can  thus  be 
produced.  By  varying  the  size  of  the  drop  of  blood  a  film 
of  any  desired  thickness  can  be  spread. 

Dry  the  films  as  quickly  as  possible  by  waving  them 
about  with  the  hand.  Do  not  use  heat  for  drying  them. 
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Do  not  fix  the  films,  as  most  of  the  staining-methods 
contain  a  fixative.

Absolute  Alcohol  ...  ...  ...  10  Ml. 

5  %  Carbolic  Solution  ...  ...  ...  90  Ml. 

Dissolve  the  Fuchsine  in  the  Alcohol  and  then  add  the 
Carbolic  Solution. 

B.  Methylated  Spirit. 

C.  25  %  Solution  of  Sulphuric  Acid. 

D.  Solution  of  Carbol-Methylene  Blue,  made  by 

mixing — 

4  parts  of  a  6  %  Solution  of  Carbolic  Acid  with  1  part 
of  a  Saturated  (approximately  1‘5%)  Alcoholic 
Solution  of  the  dye. 

METHOD  OF  STAINING. 

(Carefully  clean  cover  glasses  to  remove  all  grease). 

1.  Spread  sputum  out  carefully  on  cover-slip  so  as  to 

obtain  an  evenly  distributed  thin  layer.  Allow  to 
dry. 

2.  Fix  by  passing  cover-slip  3  times  through  flame. 

3.  Warm  some  Carbol-Fuchsine  (A)  in  a  watch  glass  till 

it  just  begins  to  steam.  Float  cover-slip  preparation 
on  the  stain,  and  allow  it  to  remain  for  5-10 
minutes.  Avoid  over-heating. 

4.  Wash  in  Methylated  Spirit  (B)  to  remove  excess  of 

stain,  and  then  in  water. 

5.  Decolourise  by  immersing  for  a  “second”  in  25% 

Sulphuric  Acid  (C),  and  immediately  wash  in  water. 
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A  light  pink  is  the  required  tinge. 

If  too  red,  dip  again  into  the  acid,  and  then  immedi¬ 
ately  re-wash  in  water. 

6.  Counter-stain  for  a  few  seconds  in  the  Carbol-Methy- 

lene  Blue  solution  (D). 

7.  Wash  in  water,  dry,  and  mount  in  Canada  Balsam. 

INDIRECT  METHOD. 

When  tubercle  bacilli  are  present  in  small  numbers, 
they  may  be  demonstrated  by  the  following  method, 
which  is  dependent  on  the  fact  that  it  is  possible  to 
dissolve  nearly  all  the  organic  matter  present  in  patho¬ 
logical  exudates,  and  yet  to  leave  the  bacilli  intact. 

SOLUTION. 

Liquor  Sodse  Chlorinatae  Causticus,  Caustic  Solution 
of  Chlorinated  Soda. 

Take  of 

Sodium  Hydroxide  ...  ...  ...  37'5  G. 

Water  to  ...  ...  ...  ...  250  Ml. 

Dissolve  and  add — 

Solution  of  Chlorinated  Soda  ...  250  Ml. 

1.  Introduce  the  sputum,  pus,  or  other  material  to  be 

examined  for  tubercle  bacilli,  into  a  sterile  centri¬ 
fuge  tube,  and  add  an  equal  volume  of  Liquor 
Sodae  Chlorinatae  Causticus.  Cork  the  tube  with 
a  sterile  rubber  cork,  and  shake  vigorously. 

2.  Place  the  tube  in  the  incubator  at  37°  C.  (98°  4  F.) 

for  30  minutes.  Shake  from  time  to  time. 

3.  Centrifugalise  the  fluid  thoroughly,  at  high  speed. 

4.  Pipette  ofi  the  supernatant  fluid  ;  fill  up  with  sterile 

distilled  water;  shake  and  centrifugalise  again. 

5.  Repeat  step  4  twice  more. 

6.  Pipette  ofl  the  supernatant  water,  and  fill  up  the 

tube  with  Ligroin. 

7.  Prepare  films  from  the  surface  of  the  fluid,  and 

stain  as  above. 
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1.  BLOOD  FOR  CULTIVATION  OF  MICRO¬ 
ORGANISMS. 

Blood  collected  from  suspected  cases  of  septicaemia 
should  not  be  allowed  to  clot  before  it  is  added  to  the 
nutrient  medium. 

Sterilise  an  all-glass  syilnge  of  10  Ml.  capacity  fitted 
with  its  needle  by  Foiling,  and  allow  it  to  cool  in  the  tray 
of  the  Steriliser — do  7wt  transfer  to  antiseptic  soluticni 
or  distilled  water — and  when  cool,  draw  up  into  the  barrel 
about  2  mils  of  sterile  Sodium  Citrate  solution  (10%)  in 
Isotonic  Salt  Solution,  so  as  to  moisten  the  whole  of  the 
interior ;  then  expel  the  air  and  half  of  the  Citrate  solution. 

Cleanse  the  skin  at  the  bend  of  the  elbow  with  cotton 
wool  soaked  in  Ether;  then  paint  the  area  over  the  median 
basilic  or  median  cephalic  vein  with  Methylated  Solution 
of  Iodine. 

Compress  the  selected  vein  above  the  bend  of  the  elbow 
with  a  tourniquet  to  render  it  prominent;  thrust  the 
syringe  needle,  with  the  bevel  of  the  point  downwards, 
through  the  skin  by  the  side  of  the  vein,  then  alter  its 
direction  slightly  and  push  it  onwards  so  that  it  enters  the 
lumen  of  the  distended  blood  vessel — the  blood  in  the  vein 
being  under  pressure  enters  the  syringe  usually  with 
sufficient  force  to  drive  up  the  smoothly  sliding  piston 
and  fill  the  syringe  without  the  necessity  for  employing 
suction. 

Now  remove  the  tourniquet,  withdraw  the  needle  from 
the  vein,  and  seal  the  skin  puncture  with  collodion  or  a 
piece  of  strapping. 

Remove  the  needle  from  the  nozzle  of  the  syringe  and 
add  varying  quantities  from  one  to  three  mils  of  blood  to 
each  of,  say,  six  culture  tubes  .containing  nutrient  broth, 
and  incubate  at  37°  C,(98'4°F.). 

2.  INTRAVENOUS  INJECTION  OF  SERUM 
OR  NOVARSENOBENZOL. 

Fill  the  required  dose  of  serum  or  of  solution,  wanned  to 
37°C.  (98  ’4°  F.),  into  a  sterilised  all-glass  syringe  of  suitable 
size,  and  proceed  as  above  until  the  moment  at  which 
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blood  appears  in  the  barrel  of  the  syringe.  Immediately 
remove  the  tourniquet,  and,  by  a  gentle  pressure  on  the 
piston  of  the  syringe,  slowly  drive  the  serum  into  the  vein. 
The  blood  which  first  appeared  will  sink  to  the  lower  part 
of  the  barrel  of  the  syringe,  and  should  not  be  returned 
to  the  vein.  After  the  injection  is  completed,  seal  the 
puncture  with  a  collodion  dressing. 

3.  SERUM  FOR  THE  TYPHOID  AND  OTHER 
AGGLUTINATION  REACTIONS. 

Rub  the  lobe  of  the  ear  well  with  cotton-wool  soaked 
in  Ether  or  Methylated  Spirit.  Wipe  the  lobe  dry  with 
sterile  cotton-wool. 

Sterilise  a  surgical  needle  (Hagedorn  No.  9)  by 
heating  in  the  fiame,  and  when  it  is  cool,  prick  the  lower 
edge  of  the  lobe  and  squeeze  it  well. 

As  the  blood  issues,  bring  one  end  of  the  special  pipette 
in  contact  with  the  drop,  and  depress  the  other  end.  The 
blood  will  run  into  the  pipette.  Three  or  four  large  drops 
should  be  collected. 

When  enough  blood  has  fiowed  into  the  pipette,  hold 
the  pipette  by  the  end  containing  the  blood,  and  with  the 
clean  end  pointing  obliquely  upwards :  warm  the  clean  end 
at  the  flame  of  a  Bunsen’s  burner  or  a  spirit  lamp  to  expel 
some  of  the  contained  air,  seal  off  the  point  in  the  flame. 
Place  the  pipette  down  on  a  cool  surface — the  blood  is. now 
sucked  back  into  the  barrel  of  the  pipette  leaving  the  soiled 
end  free.  Seal  this  end  in  the  flame,  and  allow  the  blood 
to  coagulate.  Then  centrifugalise  to  separate  off  the 
serum  for  the  test. 

4.  SERUM  FOR  THE  WASSERMANN 

REACTION. 

Cleanse  the  skin  at  the  bend  of  the  elbow  with  cotton 
wool  soaked  in  Ether,  then  paint  the  area  over  the  median 
basilic  or  median  cephalic  vein  with  Methylated  Solution 
of  Iodine.  Compress  the  selected  vein  above  the  bend  of 
the  elbow  with  a  tourniquet  to  render  it  prominent. 

Now  introduce  a  sterile  exploring  needle  into  the  lumen 
of  the  vein,  and  collect  about  10  Ml.  of  blood  in  a  test 
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tube  (or  into  an  all-glass  syringe  attached  to  the  needle,  in 
which  case  the  blood  must  be  subsequently  transferred  to 
a  test  tube  before  it  clots). 

Kemove  the  tourniquet  from  the  arm,  then  the  needle 
from  the  vein,  and  seal  the  puncture  with  collodion  or  a 
piece  of  strapping. 


5.  CEREBROSPINAL  FLUID. 

Sterilise  an  all-glass  syringe  of  10  Ml.  capacity,  provided 
with  a  suitable  needle  from  6-7  cm.  long  for  children  to 
9  cm.  for  obese  adults,  by  boiling,  and  allow  it  to  cool  in 
the  tray  of  the  steriliser.  Do  not  transfer  to  antiseptic 
solution  or  distilled  water. 

Arrange  the  patient  in  bed  in  the  somiprone  position  on 
whichever  side  is  more  convenient:  raise  the  head  and 
shoulders  slightly  on  a  pillow:  bend  the  knees  and  flex 
the  thighs  on  the  abdomen,  so  that  the  vertebral  column 
is  well  arched ;  have  the  patient,  if  a  child,  held  firmly  in 
this  position. 

Identify  the  spinous  process  of  the  fourth  lumbar 
vertebra  which  is  crossed  by  a  line  joining  the  highest 
points  of  the  iliac  crests,  and  paint  the  skin  with  Methy¬ 
lated  Solution  of  Iodine  for  some  inches  around  this  point. 

Now  disinfect  the  hands,  take  the  sterile  syringe,  and, 
holding  it  as  one  would  a  bradawl,  enter  the  needle 
midway  between  the  tips  of  the  third  and  fourth  spinous 
processes  about  half  a  centimetre  to  the  outer  side  of  the 
mesial  line,  press  it  directly  onwards  at  first,  and  then 
slightly  upwards  and  inwards,  through  the  ligamentum 
subflavum  until  it  enters  the  spinal  canal. 

If  the  cerebrospinal  fluid  collects  rapidly  in  the  barrel  of 
the  syringe,  retard  its  flow  by  restraining  the  movement 
of  the  piston.  The  fluid  should  he  collected  slowly. 

When  sufiicient  fluid  (from  5  to  50  mils  according  to 
indications)  has  been  collected,  withdraw  the  needle,  and 
seal  the  puncture  with  collodion  or  a  piece  of  strapping. 

Transfer  10  mils  of  the  fluid  from  the  syringe  to  a  sterile 
test  tube  for  bacteriological  examination. 
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6.  INTKASPINAL  INJECTION  OF  SEBUM. 

Warm  the  serum  by  immersing  the  flask  containing  it 
in  water  at  37°  C.  (98  •4°F.).  Open  the  flask,  and  fill  the 
serum  into  a  sterile  all  glass  syiunge,  and  place  the  syringe 
conveniently  to  hand  with  the  needle  still  protected  from 
contamination  by  the  empty  flask. 

Next  proceed  as  detailed  under  the  collection  of  cerebro¬ 
spinal  fluid  until  sufficient  fluid  has  been  withdrawn ; 
then  detach  the  syringe  from  the  needle  which  is  left 
in  situ. 

Bemove  the  needle  from  the  syringe  containing  the 
serum,  and  attach  the  serum  syringe  to  the  needle  in  the 
spinal  canal,  and  slowly  inject  the  serum. 

If  desired,  a  rubber  connection  can  be  interposed  between 
the  needle  and  the  nozzle  of  the  syringe,  the  piston  with¬ 
drawn,  and  the  serum  allowed  to  run  into  the  spinal  canal 
by  gravity. 


7.  PUS  AND  EFFUSIONS. 

If  possible,  purulent  material  or  serous  effusions  should 
be  drawn  into  a  sterile  syringe,  and  subsequently  ejected 
into  a  sterile  test-tube,  which  is  then  closed  by  a  plug  of 
sterile  wool. 

If  there  is  not  enough  material  to  enable  this  to  be  done, 
a  sterile  swab  should  be  removed  from  its  test-tube,  well 
rubbed  in  the  material,  and  at  once  replaced. 

Discharge  supposed  to  contain  gonococci  should  be 
spread  on  two  clean  cover-slips  or  slides  by  means  of  a 
platinum  rod,  dried  in  the  air,  and  passed  three  times 
through  the  flame  of  a  Bunsen’s  burner. 

If  cultivations  are  made  immediately  the  material  is 
collected,  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  gonococcus 
and  the  influenza  bacilli  will  only  develop  on  Blood  Agar ; 
the  anthrax  bacillus  is  most  typical  upon  Agar ;  and  the 
diphtheria  bacillus  is  most  readily  detected  upon  In¬ 
spissated  Blood  Serum. 
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8.  THROAT  EXUDATION  IN  DIPHTHERIA. 

In  cases  of  suspected  Diphtheria  a  sterile  swab  should 
be  removed  from  the  test-tube,  and  gently  but  firmly  rubbed 
over  the  fauces,  especially  where  there  is  any  visible  mem¬ 
brane.  After  removing  the  swab  from  the  mouth,  it 
should  be  lightly  rubbed  over  the  whole  of  the  surface  of 
the  inspissated  blood-serum  which  accompanies  the  swab 
in  the  tins  specially  provided  for  that  purpose.  The  swab 
should  'not  be  left  in  the  culture  tube. 

9.  SPUTUM. 

Sputum  intended  for  microscopical  examination  only 
(e.g.  for  the  tubercle  bacillus)  should  be  collected  in  the 
special  water-proof  containers  into  which  the  patient 
should  be  directed  to  expectorate.  Sputum  intended  for 
complete  bacteriological  examination  should  be  collected 
in  a  sterile  wide-mouthed  stoppered  glass  bottle  in  the- 
following  manner : — 

Provide  the  patient  with  some  boiled  water  which  has 
been  allowed  to  cool.  Direct  him  first  to  brush  his  teeth 
thoroughly  with  his  tooth-brush  and  powder,  then  to  rinse 
out  his  mouth  with  several  changes  of  the  sterile  water, 
and  finally  to  expectorate  some  sputum  directly  into  the 
bottle,  which  is  opened  only  for  the  reception  of  the 
specimen,  and  immediately  closed. 

10.  F^CES. 

Faeces  should  be  collected  in  the  special  sample  vial 
provided.  This  is  closed  by  a  cork  into  which  has  been 
fitted  a  small  metal  scoop,  and  the  entire  piece  of  apparatus 
has  been  sterilised.  Mucus  and  particularly  blood-stained 
mucus,  if  present,  should  be  picked  up  in  the  scoop,  and 
transferred  to  the  vial,  together  with  a  small  quantity  of 
semi-solid  or  solid  faecal  material. 
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POISONS,  ANTIDOTES, 
AND  TREATMENT. 

EMETICS. 

Zinc  Sulphate,  20  decigrams  (30  grains)  or  Ipecacu¬ 
anha  in  powder,  20  decigrams  (30  grains)  or  Copper 
Sulphate,  3  decigrams  (5  grains),  in  300  mils  (half  a 
pint)  of  tepid  water;  or  Ipecacuanha  Wine,  24  mils 
(6  fluid  drachms)  in  300  mils  (half  a  pint)  of  tepid 
water;  or  Mustard,  a  tablespoonful  in  300  mils  (half  a 
pint)  of  tepid  water;  or  Common  Salt,  2  tablespoonfuls 
in  300  mils  (half  a  pint)  of  tepid  water;  or  Hypodermic 
Injection  of  Apomorphine,  6  decimils  (10  minims),  to 
be  repeated,  if  necessary,  in  15  minutes.  In  the  absence 
of  other  emetics,  give  copious  draughts  of  tepid  water, 
followed  by  mechanical  stimulation  of  fauces  and  back 
of  pharynx  with  Anger  or  feather. 


STIMULANTS. 

Strong  hot  Coffee,  600  mils  (1  pint)  by  mouth,  stomach 
tube,  or  rectum:  Brandy  or  Whiskey,  30  to  60  mils  (1  to 
2  fluid  ounces)  with  120  mils  (4  fluid  ounces)  of  warm 
water  by  mouth,  or  half  the  quantity  by  rectum: 
Ether,  2  to  4  mils  (30  to  60  minims)  hypodermically: 
Hypodermic  Injection  of  Pituitary  Extract,  10  decimils 
(15  minims) :  Hypodermic  Injection  of  Strychnine, 
6  decimils  (10  minims);  or  Tincture  of  Nux  Yomica, 
10  decimils  (15  minims)  by  mouth  or  rectum:  Hypo¬ 
dermic  Injection  of  Caffeine,  8  decimils  (12  minims) : 
when  the  poison  is  not  an  irritant  or  corrosive.  Ammonia 
and  Ether  Mixture,  30  to  60  mils  (1  to  2  fluid  ounces) 
by  mouth ;  or  8  mils  (2  fluid  drachms)  of  Spirit  of  Sal 
Volatile  with  60  mils  (2  fluid  ounces)  of  water.

SNAKE  BITES — Hypodermic  injection  of  Antivenine 
Serum,  100  mils  or  more  :  Proximal  Ligature  ;  Remove 
Tigature  at  intervals  for  a  second  or  two,  and  re-apply,  so 
as  to  allow  only  very  small  quantities  of  the  poison  to  get 
into  the  circulation  and  yet  to  avoid  gangrene  :  Incision : 
Cauterisation :  Inject  into  the  puncture  made  by  the 
fangs  24  decimils  (40  minims)  of  Liquor  Potassii  Per- 
manganatis ;  or  12  decimils  (20  minims)  of  Condy’s 
Red  Fluid ;  or  12  decimils  (20  minims)  of  a  solution 
consisting  of  1  part  of  Liquor  Potassse,  and  6  parts  of 
Water ;  or  6  decimils  (10  minims)  of  Liquor 
Ammoniae ;  or  24  decimils  (40  minims)  of  a  2%  Solution 
of  Calcium  Hypochlorite :  Stimulants  very  freely :

— Stomach  Tube  or  Emetic :  Glycerin  of 
Tannic  Acid,  8  mils  (2  fluid  drachms)  in  150  mils  (5  fluid 
ounces)  of  Water;  or  Tannic  Acid,  2  grammes  (30 
grains]  in  150  mils  (5  fluid  ounces)  of  Water  ;  or  Strong 
Tea,  half  a  pint :  Charcoal :  Stimulants  :  Hot  Bottles 
and  Blankets :  Recumbent  position ;  Inhalation  of 
Oxygen.

TURPENTINE. — Stomach  Tube  or  Emetic:  Magnesium 
Sulphate,  15  grammes  (half  an  ounce)  in  60  mils  (2 
fluid  ounces)  of  Water:  Milk;  or  Barley  Water;  or 
White  of  Egg  and  Water  :  later,  Morphine.

VERONAL. — Pass  Stomach  Tube  and  wash  out  thoroughly 
with  warm  Water,  then  introduce  strong  Coffee,  600 
mils  (1  pint)  and  Castor  Oil,  30  mils  (1  fluid  ounce) ; 
or  use  Emetic:  Stimulants:  Isotonic  Salt  Solution 
subcutaneously  or  by  rectum :  Isotonic  Dextrose 
Solution  (6%)  by  rectum :  Hot  Bottles  and  Blankets  : 
Faradism  ;  Inhalation  of  Oxygen  :  Artiflcial  Respira¬ 
tion  :  Empty  the  Bladder.
